Confederation Complete'. 

To-day BritiBh Columbia pQBSOs 
peaoefally and, Ut ua add, gracefnlly 
into the confederated empire of British 
2forth America. Perhaps it would be 
men proper to pat it thus: To* day 
the ooiifederated . empire of Britieh North 
Ameriea Btretebea to the ahores of the 
Pflblio) 'whose limpid watersi' to'^oote 
the poetio langoage ot -Mr J Spenoer 
Thomjpaop, 'leave in baptismal weU 
oojme^the l^row ot the;newTbpra Pro- 
,v!ara whioli forina thei laet link in the 
trapaoontiaeataL oliain — the last star in 
.thk ooDsteliatlon wbioh is destined here- 
Aftef^o Bbioe BO'brigbtly in tlie northern 
hemiaphere.* To«d(^7 the great ibhem'e 
of ConfodoratioQ in British ' North 
America may bo regarded as praotieally 
comploto. It ia true tliat two ielands 
of the Atlaatio (Prince Edward and 
l^ewfoundland) Btill stand aloof. But 
Confoderation can got on wilhont tiiem 
inuoli bettor tlian tlian tlioy can got on 
■wilhoat it. Thoy will soon bo found 
aueicg for a union they have thoughtlo8B>. 
]y spurnod. To-day British Columbia 
and Canada join hands and hearts 
aorosa tho liocky MountaiDB, and John 
Ball the younger stands with ono foot 
CO the Atlantic and the ether on tho 
Pacific — with bis bacl< to tho ^^orth 
Polo and bia laco looking eouibward — 
how far we will not now vcnlnro to 
predict. Let tho Inrgor polilical union 
'which no celebrate to-day be symbolic 
of a nniOD of partlesi of parpoae, and 
of ftctioD. Let the people of this Pacific 
Province aconstom themselves to think 
of the Dominion as a second edition of 
Great Britain, and let all learn to regard 
each other as a biuid of brotliera upon 
whom has devolved tho honor nnd tbo 
reBponeibillty of laying tbefooodations of 
empiroi There h a feeling in the mindit 
of 8onQ0 that the day which cclebratoH 
the nnptialB of British Columbia and 
Canada at ths somo time celebrates tho din 
Torea of the former from iba parent empiro, 
and this leeling may tend to damp ihe ens 
thnsiagm cf euch as are tbo Bubjects of it ; 
and vToreadiij confess thut, did nny groand 
for tbo idea exist, we would sympaihise whh 
the feeling it ia oalcalated to beget. Not 
only ia there no ground for ttie idea, but 
the reraria is actaally true. loetead ot 
the anioB wa oelebtate veakeiiiog those 
bonds which oonoeot as with xho parent 
empire, it will impart additional strongth 
end vitality to tbem. It will rcleaHo oa 
from the rod tape and Baaling-wax of Down- 
ing street, it is tree — but then, it will draw 
US nearer to tbe throne. It will do more. 
It will draw together all tbe peoples of Bti 
tiib North America iqto ODe 'eommop btp* 
tbecbood and beget a national eeotiment, a 
88Dtiment more truly British than would be 
compatible with isoluiioii Qud discotiteut 
Let tho anion wo celebrate be suf gestive of 
a drawing togetber, a harmonising and a 
nationaliaing of all those aometime disn 
cotdant elements which have culminated in 
local faotioQ ; and while joioing hands with 
Canada in the grand and patriotio wotk of 
bnildiognp & second British Empire on tbia 
continoni, let as jom hands among ourselves 
in a friendly but firm resolve to bogio our 
new polilioal life a united and harmonious 
band for the purpose ot making British Co- 
lambia — what Nature designed ber to be — 
tbe Qaeeo Province of the Dominion. With 
one oommoQ nationality, one common iotereei, 
one object ebould now actuate every heart 
and obliierata all ibose Hoes created by the 
faotiooa o( tbe past-

"We all remember how common was 
tho expression a liltlo moro than u 
year ago, ' If Canada would givo us 
Bo b terma as those, Confodoraliou 
would undoabtodly bo a good.' Ciinada 
has given ub ' Ruch terras aa those' and 
bottori Now donbtors of tbe same 
oIbss say, ' If Canada will only do all 
she has promised, Confoderation will bo 
a grand thing for us.' Now, wo con- 
tend that this implied doobt of doiia 
fides on tho part of Canada is unfair — 
it ifi more ; it is absaluloly illnaturod, 
It oomes of prejadice arifiing from abeer 
ignoranoe of Oanada and the fail import 
of tbe great aobeoiB sbb .is now so ear- 
nesliy and saocesafaily engaged in oar- 
rjing out. Bat what have i|re seen? 
We have aeen Canada entering' from 
botii doeans upon the great work of the 
railway— seDding surveying parlies Id 
from Lake Soperior on the ono hand 
and from the Pactfio on tho other; and 
this has actually been dono before Bri- 
tish Columbia bus been admitted, fo im- 
patient has Canitda boi ii to fulfil hor 
engagemonts. Atjd this ia not only true 
tOBpeoting the greatest woric of all, the 
railiray) but it is also trne of the gco- 
nlogloal survey. Here wo have tlio gco. 
" lOgloal party amongHt us, all ready or- 
ganized nnd equipped.

The lodianopolia Journal publ^isbes the 
following ptivale lettat' from frofessoc :£l ^ G' 
JacksoDj fromerly a resident of tbnl State, 
but now a resident of Boenos Ayres : 

BoiNOB Atbbs, S. a. May 16, 1871. 
Io tbe month of Fobnrary there oppenrod 
in oao of tbe distriota of Buenos Ayres a few 
oases of what iho phyaic'sna oaliod yollow 
fever, though there was much discussion bs to 
whether it was really yellow lover or not. 
However, us Iho caaes ware few in number, 
aod not particularly fatal, and, besides, were 
ooufinod to one neighborhood, nobody paid 
mcoh alleniion to ii, or seemed to Ibiok it 
worth whilo lo lake any precautions agaioet 
ita spreading. In the nieantiino tho diacaee 
was increnaing quite rapidly, and tbo news- 
papers began to diacuas tho aubj><ct eurnoallv 
some claiming we bad genuine yellow lever ^ 
among ua, others aieertiog with equal con II- ' 
denoe tbat it was not tbit dreadful destroy- 
er ol human lile. Tbe number ofdealba rose 
from Uve to ten up to twenty or thirty daily 
and were published eeparalely, with street 
and number, name, ogPj elo. 

The people beamu ulufined and began to 
loavu Uio oily by Ibouannda, It waa esti- 
mated that oGi less than ten Iboutnod people 
lelt the cily in a singloduy. As Ibe epidemic 
prograssed the people became so much ofiaid 
ul it thai tbey deserted in many iostancep, 
ib^ir nearest fiiends and relatives, and many 
pereona died from neglect who if properly 
cared lor would havo recovered. The num- 
ber of deaths roao rapidly antil it finally 
reached tbo approzlmalo number of 780 dally, 
and il ia generally believed that tho lull 
number waa not reporlod. It must be re- 
mom beiedtthat at tbe Uma tbat tbe deaths 
wore reported at from 4U0 to 600 daily, the 
popalalion of Iho city had been rodnc- 
od by picvioua dealbs and r.'mova'a 
10 about 35.000 or 40.000 s'jula. {Bui'iios 
Ayres orcfinarily has a population of over 2u0.- 
OOU.) Hearses were to bo seen in all direc- 
tions and at all hours of the day and night. 
Indeed, there were not heiirsca enough in tho 
city lo carry off tbo dead, bo tbat furniture 
waggons and other vehicles had to be brought 
into requisition. Ooffios could with great 
dilTioulty be procured, and it ia oald that in 
soma instanoes tho same colIin was made lu 
servoa second time, its niBi occu|i<tnt having 
been removed upon arriving at the grave. At 
tho cemetery tho aceno was still more striking 
for there wua tho i;athering of Ihe dead. It 
reniinde.i ono of a ' mass meeting such as we 
SCO in the Htatea during a polilical cfimpaign ; 
only instead ol gaily colorid biuintrs ainl 
Uagg, there waved only the black plumes of 
tbe hearses, and iustoad of tho shouis and 
cheers of cx'jited parlisana, theiowas only thu 
silence of tbe dead, und the subdued aubbiug 
of tbe mourners, twenty, or thirty hearsea 
were constantly awaiting tbelr turn at the 
gale of the oemetory to. unload their lifelesa 
passengers, aodaB soon astbay were dlscbar;;-. 
ed hastened back for othera who were awaii- 
ing them. Wilhiu tho cemotaiy wnlls there 
were always to be seon scores ol colling wuil. 
ing for tho graves to ho prepared to receiie 
them, for the mor^ employed were not siillici- 
eut to keep pace in their doleful work with the 
rapidly accurauUiing corpses. The munici- 
pality employed still more, until at one time 
there waa said lo be more than n thousand 
gravo-diggera ut work in tbe cemetery, though 
I believe Ibia statcmeni to bean exaggeration. 

Tbe appearance of the country was like 
that of a freably plowed field. Tbe graves 
were made aa close together as possible, in 
rows of fifty and one hundred. At oue sidu 
of the cemetery aeveral large pita were du;', 
about fifty by twenly-five leet in length ami 
breadih, and about twenty leet duejijin which 
tho poor were buried. A layer coUiiid were 
put in, then a little lime,and tbeu luoro coliiris, 
until tbo grave was nearly full, alter which 
tbe earth waa thrown in, nnd ono largo mound 
was made lo mark the graves of hundreda. 
Poor fellow.=, they havo been crowded lU/d 
huddled together in unhealthy tenemeiit.n 
while living, and, being dead, are denied ao\\^ 
tuds even in the grave. Ouaioess waa com- 
pletely paralyzed. The bands and nearly all 
the stores were closed, and but one subject 
occupiea the atlentioB of all, viz; tho pesti- 
lence. The ontboriliea urged every oim thiit 
could do so lo leave tho city, and sent out 
thousands of the poor at public expeiue. Lum- 
ber was sent out to tho country, nud houses 
constructed, auii even tho hoi cars ol the 
railroad were converted inlo houses for the 
poor; ond etill villages of thesvi woodeu te- 
nements aro to be aoen along the lino of the 
railroads^ occupied by fugiives from tbe 
pe?tiloncu stricken _city. 

Th» loas of life by the peatilence is various- 
ly estimated from 15.000 to 25.000. 1 pru^ 
iu me the latter figure is more nearly corroct, 
though to thapabliotbe truth will never he 
known.

At the rovolulioo 
of 1688 Gregory King — an unlhorily ac- 
knowledged by Lord .'\l;ic:iulny — OM'irn'itod 
tho population ut 5 500,000, which wa.i a 
little over wtiut it appeared in Ihu poll ins 
reiurus. Hia conclusiona aro lhu.s Ci.itoiiiiH- 
od • — lOxoludIng from oonHideroiion IGi) tem- 
poral peere. 26apiiiiual peers, 800 batouem, 
COO kbighis, 3000 eeqaites and 12.000 gen- 
ilemon, ho poiB down Ihe freaholdo's ul 
160,1)00, that is 40.000 of thi) botler and 
120.0110 of ilie poorer aorl. We may ealtly 
add lO.OOO from tho (ilaaaii.i provinnily 
nniiiod, roising tho wlinlo iiuuibor to 170.- 
009. Aocepling Uieao figurts an nt all 
oventa npproximaiivoly correct, we Ijud Ihrit 
the landed proprietors of England nre fewer 
hy Bome lO.OOO than they ^wore 800 ynors 
ago when the population waa al mo.si one.
